Wolf Depredation Compensation and Financial Assistance Committee Board Order
On August 31, 2022 the Deschutes County Board of Commissioners (BOCC) approved the formation of a Wolf
Depredation Compensation and Financial Assistance Committee. In May, 2023, the BOCC appointed 5 members to the



committee. The BOCC appointed the committee to meet bi-annually, and on an as needed basis, and be tasked with
recommending the following:
1. Establishing a procedure by which persons applying for compensation will provide sufficient evidence of actual
livestock and/or working dog losses attributed to wolf depredation.
2. Establishing a procedure by which persons applying for financial assistance for the cost of livestock
management or nonlethal deterrence provides an estimate of the potential cost.
3. Establishing compensation rates for livestock or working dog losses from death, injury or missing all of which
are attributed to wolf depredation.
4. Distributing grant program funds.
5. Preparing an annual report to ODA.
